Thé importance of this Convention can 
not be over-estimated. The two most im- 
portant themes that will be brought before 
it are the Southern Pacific, and Southern 
Direct Trade with Europe. 


Destructive Fire.—About four o’clock 
Sunday morning, the alarm of fire was 
sounded, and found to proceed from the 
purning of the store of Compton & Peddi- 
eord, on Marietta street. The fire soon 
spread to the store of Powers & Son, below, 
and the wind blowing stiffly up the street 
in the direction of the State House, the 
stores occupid by Malone & Jolmson, 
MeMillan & Snow, J. Warlick aud H. Selt- 
zer, quickly disappeared before the onward 
march of the Fire King. At the same time 
the fire had been gradually eating its way 
into the Norcross Corner, and the stores 
occupied by Horn & Silvers, and W. C. 
Lawshe were considerably damaged by the 
burning of the second floor, used as parlors 
for the Nationa lHote'. 

Atlanta No 1, was promptly on the spot, 
and her members worked manfully. Me- 
chanic. No. 2, was about an hour getting 
ready, owing tothe absence of the engi- 
neer. The engine of Tallulah being laid 
upinthe shop for repairs, that gallant 
company tried to use an old machine, but 
found that it wouldn't work. 

The fire is supposed to have been acci- 
dental in its origin.

The buildings just noted were one-story 
brick, with shingle roofs. 

The next building was the corner buildr 
ing at the old Norcross corner. The build- 
ing was erected by Messrs. Friedman & 
Loveman, lessees of the ground, and two 
stories. Insured, $8,000. “ The Exchange” 
bar room, formerly kept by John Gavan. 
and at the time by Horn & Silvers. Stock 
notinsured. Loss in damaged stock not 
ascertained. Front part occupied by 
Quinn’s News Depot and barber shop. No 
insurance. Damage not ascertained. 

Next to the Exchange was another small 
fruit stand: loss slight; no insurance.

Pridgen was accosted by a woman, some 
thirty-five years of age, who was accom- 
panied by six children, the oldest about fif- 
teen, and the youngest some two years of 
age. She stated that she had never been 
in this part of Georgia before; that she 
had not a dime in the world, and that she 
was entirely without any means of sup- 

ort. 

. According to her statement, she was re- 
siding with her family in the suburbs of 
Atlanta, supporting them with her needle 
to the best of her ability, when she became 
acquainted with a poor, miserable skunk, 
who gave his name as J. W. Donalson, and 
stated to her that he was bereaved of his 
wife some six months ago, and was in 
search of some one to take charge of his 
house-hold affairs. He told the lady he 
owned about seven hundred acres of land 
below Andersonville, and that he generally 
raised from seventy to eighty bales of cot- 
ton upon the place He also owned, (ac- 
cording to his statement) seventeen milch 
cows and other stock, and what he wanted 
was some quict. soberly disposed woman 
to take chage of his place, act as housekeep- 
er, and generally look out for his interests, 
for which service he was willing to pay a 
reasonable salary, and take the charge of 
the lady’s children besides. He larded his 
discourse plentifully with Scriptural quo- 
tations, avowed himself a member of the 
Baptist Church in his neighborhood, and 
finally convinced the woman that he was 
all he represented himself to be. 

Desirous of bettering her condition, if in 
her power to do so, the poor woman, whose 
name is Mrs. Elizabeth Langford, sold what 
little furnitnre she possessed, and, accom- 

anied by her children, prepared to follow
